It's mail day somewhere in the Pacific. 

The "postman" is a sleek, grey destroyer, who has 
come to o secret mid-ocean rendezvous with righting ships 
of the British Pacific Fleet.

WITH the Fleet. r.ov 
stretching out into the 
vast Pacific, hundreds of milts 
from even the most advanced 
basts, the delivery or nmllo Is 
made at sea. 

The destroyer's offlcl.ii t.i.sfc 
is to escort n wide-bowed 
tunfcer which haji sailed tram 
an advanced base to meet up 
with the warships and refuel 
litem.
